COOPERATION URGED BY WADE 


North Carolina Commissioner Puts Chief 
Responsibility for Insurance Ills on 
the Insuring Public 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 26.— 
Speaking before the annual meeting of 
the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce here last week, Stacey W. Wade, | 


insurance commissioner of North Caro- | 
lina, urged the policyholders of the 
country to take a greater interest in | 
insurance and assume their due responsi- 


bility in all insurance matters. Mr. Wade 
spoke especially of fire insurance and | 
fire prevention, though he applied his | 


idea to insurance in general. 
Mast Know the Policy 

The first responsibility listed by Mr. 
Wade was that of knowing the policy. 
He said that every policyholder should 
know just what his policy contains. No 
one would enter into a general business 
contract without carefully reading every 
word and noting even the punctuation, 
and yet the purchaser of an insurance | 
policy invariably stores away the policy

with scarcely a glance. He expressed 
the opinion that scarcely 1 percent of the 
policyholders of the country have ever 
read their policies. Mr. Wade went even 
further and expressed the belief that 
beyond those who have drawn up the 
policies few in the insurance business 
themselves have read the policies through 
from beginning to end. He said knowl- 
edge of the policy will aid the operation 
of the insurance business in many ways. 
he policyholder will discover that the 
terms of the contract are as binding on 
him as they are on the company. 


The second great responsibility sug- 
gested by Mr. Wade was that of fire 
prevention activity. He said this was 
largely a problem for the policyholder 


and he should cooperate in every way 
with those in the insurance business to 
eliminate the tremendous national fire , 


waste. He said the policyholder should 
improve the exposure hazard of his 
property, remedy the deficiencies in the 


physical construction, adopt efficient fire 
protection facilities and instill the fire 
prevention idea in the minds of all those 
on the premises. He spoke of the ac- 
complishments of fire prevention activi- 
ties in recent years, but said this could 
be greatly improved through cooperation 
of all policyholders, acting collectively 
through local committees. 

The third great responsibility put up 
to the policyholder was that of the in- 
surance legislation. Mr. Wade spoke of 
multiple and heavy taxation. He cited 
the advances of socialistic state insur- 
ance. He urged the adoption of uniform 
legislation in the 48 states. In all of | 
these matters he said the responsibility | 
is upon the policyholder.

have reported on 4,717 fires, with the 
following results: arrests 2,032; convic- 
tions 995; acquittals 344. One of the 
most important features of the work of 
this committee has been in the preven- 
tion of fires set with intention of fraud.

DEATH OF GEO. E. KLINE 





LONG WITH THE CONTINENTAL 


Was Killed in an Automobile Accident 
in California, Where He Had 
Large Interests 


George E. Kline, formerly vice-presi- 
dent of the Continental and prior to that 
western manager of the company in 
Chicago, was killed last week in an 
automobile accident in California. Mr. 
Kline started in the old western depart- 
ment of the California as a minor clerk. 
He was assistant manager when J 
McDonald was manager. When Mr. 
McDonald became western manager of 
the Connecticut Fire Mr. Kline suc- 
ceeded him in the Continental’s western 
department. He was a particular favor- 
ite of President Evans of the Conti- 
nental who opened many opportunities 
for advancement and development to 
him. Mr. Evans had a particular liking 
for him. It resulted in his being called 
to the New York office as vice-president 
and was the right hand man of Presi- 
dent Evans until he retired from the 
service. Since that event he has spent 
most of his time on the Pacific coast 
having a number of investments there. 
Mr. Kline was an able underwriter and 
a successful executive head. 


Had Extensive Interests 


Mr. Kline spent a good deal of his 
time at Del Monte. He had extensive 
real estate and mining interests. His 
automobile struck another on a Califor- 
nia highway while he was en route from 
his mine in Amador county, Cal., to 
Oakland. , 

Mr. Kline’s automobile was driven by 
his chauffeur. He was accompanied by 
a man who had made an offer for his 

gold mine. They had been out to visit 
the property. Mr. Kline’s body will 
arrive in Chicago Thursday of this week. 
That evening Manager Charles R. Tut- 
tle of the North America, who was as- 
sistant manager of the Continental under 
Mr. Kline; Charles E. Dox, manager of 
the London & Lancashire, and H. W. 
Letton, manager of the Netherlands, 
will take the remains to Lebanon, Pa., 
for interment. It is there that Mr. 
Kline’s parents are buried. He leaves 
no near relatives except five nieces. Mr. 
Kline was a wealthy man financially, 
his holdings being placed at nearly 
$1,000,000. 

Mr. Kline’s Career 


George Ebart Kline was born at 
Lebanon, Pa., Dec. 16, 1859, and edu- 
cated at Faribault Military Academy, 
Faribault, Minn. : 

He entered the service of the Conti- 
nental at its western department office 
in Chicago as a policy writer in 1879. 
In 1891 he was appointed assistant gen- 
eral manager of the department under 
J. J. McDonald. On the retirement of 
Mr. McDonald in 1898 he became gen- 
eral manager. In 1902 he was elected 
vice-president of the Continental and on 
the organization of the Fidelity Fire in 
1906 he became the vice-president of 
that company. In 1910, with the con- 
solidation of the Fidelity Fire and the 
Phenix of Brooklyn, under the title of 
the Fidelity-Phenix, he became vice- 
president of the joint company. During 
the same year he was transferred to the 
home office of these companies in New 
York, taking direct charge of all under- 
writing and supervision over the busi- 
ness of the Continental, Fidelity-Phenix 
and American Eagle, which position he 
resigned as of Dec. 31, 1917. 


Traveled on the Coast 


In the summer of 1918, and for one 
or two years thereafter, he traveled in 
the Pacific northwest, looking after per- 
sonal interests, making his headquarters 
in Portland, Ore., but spending his sum- 
mers in Chicago. For the last three or 


four years he has devoted considerable 
ttime to traveling, making his head-

GRAND ISLAND, NEB., May 26.—

LONG MADE PRESIDENT 
S. E. U. A. IN ANNUAL MEETING 


Much Attention Given to Question of 
Flat Cancellations and New Execu- 
tive Committee Will Act 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., May 25.— 
At the annual meeting of the South- 
eastern Underwriters Association here 
last week, George C. Long, Jr., vice- 
president of the Phoenix of Hartford, 
was elected president. At the meeting 
last week action was taken which places 
in the hands of its new executive com- 
mittee a program to suppress or mate- 
rially reduce the evil of flat cancellation 
of policies. 

The complete slate of officers elected 
was as follows: President, George C. 
Long, Jr., vice-president Phoenix of 
Hartford; vice-president, Edwin G. Sei- 
bels, Columbia Fire; manager, William 
F, Dunbar, Atlanta. 

No action was taken relative to use 
and occupancy forms. The association 
is awaiting the result of a conference 
to be held between the council of rating 
bureau managers and secretaries and the 
uniform rules and clauses committee. No 
changes were recommended in general 
cover contracts. 


To Consider Flat Cancellation 


President Long announced that the 
new executive committee, which he will 
name shortly, will be asked to give 
serious consideration to the flat can- 
cellation of policies and to seek ways 
and means for the suppression or ma- 
terial reduction of this bad practice. 

A resolution was adopted by the meet- 
ing directing that members be notified 
that return commissions on cancelled 
policies written prior to June 1, 1925, 
may be computed either upon the basis 
of the commission scale at which the 
business was written, or at the new 20 
percent flat scale, as the individual com- 
panies may elect. 

It was also declared by resolution that 
supervision over rates of commissions 
for insurance upon dredges, motor boats, 
yachts and floating craft generally, as 
well as cargoes, does not come under the 
association, as “these subjects are really 
within the class of marine business.” 








opened the second morning’s session 
with an address on “Fire Waste and Its 
Significance.” Mr. Wentworth said that 
the idea of fixing the responsibility of 
the fire on the man who incurs it is 
growing in America. He said that in 
the past Americans have seemed to think 
they could afford to build and burn. 

J. F. Edmonds of Denver, formerly 
manager of the Commercial Union, gave 
some reminiscences of insurance in the 
Black Hills of South Dakota, where he 
began as an agent in 1879. A selling 
talk on “Accident and Health Insur- 
ance” was given by Monte Munn, with 
the Travelers at Lincoln and chairman 
of the insurance committee in the Ne- 
braska House. Mr. Munn pictured acci- 
dent and health insurance as “insurance 
of all other insurance,” pointing out that 
it guarantees the continuance of other 
premiums during periods of disability. 


Meet in Kearney Next Year 


The closing session was opened by a 
talk on “Currents” by W. C. Boorn. 
assistant general agent of the Hartford 
Fire at Chicago. Mr. Boorn urged the 
agent to better educate the policyholder 
as to insurance practices and with this 
in view presented an outline of the dis- 
tribution of expense in the insurance 
dollar. The last speaker was Frank E. 
Helvey, director of publicity of the Ne- 
braska Insurance Federation, who gave 
a legislative review of the year. He 
said that of the 63 measures that came 
up for the Nebraska legislature only 11 
were passed and they were of a harm- 
less nature.

STORM LOSSES IN NORTHWEST 


Serious Damage Is Reported Through 
Eastern North Dakota and Western 
Minnesota 


_FARGO, N. D., May 27.—Eastern 
North Dakota and western Minnesota 
were visited May 22, by torrential rains, 
accompanied over a small section of 
southeastern North Dakota and over a 
large part of Minnesota by serious storm 
damage, wrecking barns, silos and other 
buildings and leveling miles of telegraph 
and telephone lines. 

Apparently starting near Carthage, S. 
D., the storm caused considerable dam- 
age near that place, Desmet, Lake Pres- 
ton, Badger and other points east of 
Huron and then jumped into Minnesota, 
increasing in intensity as it swept into 
Douglas, Stearns, Pope, Todd and 
Kandiyohi counties, destroying dozens 
of farm buildings near St. Cloud and 
Melrose. In some portions the wind 
was accompanied by hail causing slight 
damage to the crops. Near Desmet, S. 
D., the hail was so heavy it penetrated 
the roof of a barn, drawing blood from 
livestock. 


Estimate of Damage 


Minnesota estimates the damage at 
close to $500,000. At Wolverton, fire 
started from a bonfire back of the Wol- 
verton Mercantile Company’s general 
store, and fanned by the terrific wind, 
added considerably to the damage and 
threatened the entire town with destruc- 
tion for a time. Three garages were 
burned. At Fergus Falls the damage 
was slight. A few windows were blown 
in and some sheds blown down but heav- 
ier damage was reported from surround- 
ing territory. The big barn on the 
Lawrence Atherton farm was blown 
down and several head of stock had to 
be chopped from the ruins. About $1,- 
500 damage was done by the wind at the 
Clay county fair grounds at Barnesville, 
some store fronts were blown in and 
silos and barns reported down on farms. 
There was no insurance. 

In North Dakota the heaviest storm 
damage was in the vicinity of Christine, 
Abercrombie, Walcott and Kindred. 
Practically the entire state was visited 
by a drenching rain, which was of in- 
estimable value to growing crops, which 
were beginning to need rain badly. 


Will Increase Their Capital 


At the meeting of stockholders of 
the Fidelity Union Fire and Fidelity 
Union Casualty of Dallas, Tex., it was 
voted to increase the capital of each 
company from $300,000 to $500,000. The 
new stock of the fire company will be 
sold at $175 a share and of the casualty 
company $150 a share. The capital is 
being increased in order to give the 
companies more funds owing to their 
expanded business.

Smith, president of the National Fire, 
and also of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, is chairman of the insur- 
ance advisory committee of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and was reelected as 
a director of the chamber, representing 
insurance. 

That interest in the work of the insur- 
ance division is steadily growing as the 
effectiveness of its service and the op- 
portunities for still greater accomplish- 
ment are being better understood, was 
attested by the attendance at the gath- 
ering here last Thursday, the conven- 
tion hall not being sufficiently large to 
accommodate all who sought entrance 
to it. Every division of underwriting 
was prominently represented, fire, life 
and casualty offices, both of mutual and 
of stock persuasion, sending their rec- 
ognized leaders to join the common ef- 
fort. 

In addition to Chairman Smith, 
speakers at the meeting were Superin- 
tendent J. A. Beha of the New York 
insurance department, Commissioner 
George Wells, Jr., of Minnesota, and 
Commissioner Stacey Wade of North 
Carolina. Mr. Beha emphasized the re- 
sponsibilities of policy holders toward 
health conservation. Mr. Wells stressed 
the need for reducing accidents, while 
Mr. Wade drove home the opportuni- 
ties for fire prevention. 

Commissioners Wells and Wade were 
outspoken in their condemnation of 
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state insurance schemes, the latter es- 
pecially warning against doctrines of 
this nature, which he declared were but 
forerunners of bolshevism and hence an- 
tagonistic to American aspirations and 
traditions. Disclaiming the role of an 
alarmist, Commissioner Wade asserted 
that “the menace of socialism is real, 
and the effort to socialize insurance is 
the most far reaching invasion of per- 
sonal liberty ever proposed in this coun- 
try 
Danger Pointed Out 


’ 


“As I see it,” he asserted, “the gov- 
ernment, state or national, has no more 
justification for entering the insurance 
business than it has for going into the 
dry goods business, the grocery business 
or the cotton mill business. You gen- 
tlemen of the Chamber of Commerce ot 
the United States and policyholders of 
the nation, because of your knowledge 
of industry, can realize that once in 
control of the insurance institutions of 
the country the government would be 
in pesition to take over every other in- 
dustry, because insurance is the life 
blood of the nation. I beg you, there- 
fore, to be vigilant and that you smite 
this serpent of socialism wherever he 
rears his ugly head.” 

Important Action Taken 


Three resolutions, two dealing with 
the matter of taxation, and one propos- 
ing a modification of the York-Antwerp 
rules affecting marine underwriting, 
were submitted at the insurance gath- 
ering. These resolutions, under the rule, 
were sent to the resolutions committee, 
and if approved by the ‘latter, will be 
formally offered to the general meeting 
of the Chamber for action. 


York-Antwerp Resolution 


The one relating to the York-Ant- 
werp Rules 1924, sponsored by marine 
underwriters, follows: 

“Resolved, That the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States approves in 
principle the work of the International 
Law Association as embodied in the 
York-Antwerp Rules 1924 as a great 
step forward in providing international 
uniformity in the definition and adjust- 
ment of general average losses. Al- 
though it recognizes that the said rules 
are an improvement over the York-Ant- 
werp Rules 1890 this Chamber is unable 
to recommend the adoption of the York- 
Antwerp Rules 1924 without modifica- 
tions. 

“Further resolved, 
these resolutions be delivered to the 
American branch of the International 
Chamber of Commerce and the Ameri- 
can branch of the International Law 
Association, requesting that they take 
steps to arrange for an_ international 
conference to revise the York-Antwerp 
Rules 1924 so that they may receive 
universal approval and adoption.” 


That a copy of 


Tax Appeals Move 


The Board of Tax Appeals was the 
subject of another resolution passed by 
the session. This reads: 

“The insurance session is in favor of 
the proposal of the Chicago Association 


of Commerce to give the Board of Tax | 


Appeals jurisdiction as to all matters at 
issue between taxpayers and the com- 
missioner of internal revenue, arising 
under any revenue law and not barred 
by the statute of limitations.” 


Capital Stock Taxed 


The session also considered a resolu- 
tion presented by the Chicago Associ- 
ation of Commerce which proposed 
“that the capital stock tax should be 
repealed with, if necessary, substitution 
of a slight increase in the rate of tax 
on corporate income.” It then adopted 
the following resolution: 

“The insurance session recommends 
the National Chamber approve the ex- 
isting methods for federal taxation of 
insurance companies and oppose any 
changes in methods If there is any 
reduction in rate of taxation on corpo- 
income, then insurance should 
equitably share in such reduction.”

EXPECT UNDERWRITING LOSS 


| With Rates Cut, Forms Broadened and 
Commissions Increased Outlook Is 
Unfavorable 


NEW YORK, May 27.—Just as the 
tourist season was getting well under 
way and companies writing tourist bag- 
gage insurance were stimulating their 
agents to seek the business aggressively 
in order to swell premium incomes, a 
row of serious proportions has developed 
among the offices, the outcome of which 
cannot be predicted. Rates have beea 
cut 50 percent; forms liberalized and 
commissions increased; the net result of 
which it is predicted wil be an under- 
writing loss to all offices handling the 
line. The North America is credited 
with participating the trouble by an- 
nouncing a rate reduction, a challenge 
that was promptly met by the Hartford's 
going it one better. Other companies 
held to the old rates but increased com- 
missions from 15 to 20 percent, at the 
same time broadening their covers. The 
fraternity is at a loss to understand why 
old tariffs were cut, these being very 
acceptable to the assured, agents and to 
brokers. Brokers are now complaining 
bitterly of the large amount of work 
they are compelled to perform in order 
to earn a sizable commission, and some 
are threatening to cut out tourist bag- 
gage insurance altogether, declaring that 


the return had therefrom does not jus- | 


tify devoting time to its solicitation. 
Agreement Misunderstood 


Some 18 months ago representatives 
of practically all companies writing tour- 


ist baggage indemnity met in this city, | 


and agreed upon a uniform rate of com- 
mission to agents and to brokers; this 
being the only point of difference at 


the time, both rates and forms apparently | 


being acceptable. It developed later that 
one of the companies in signing the com- 
mission agreement accompanied it with 
a letter advising that according to its 
understanding it had no relation to 
either forms or rates. Through an over- 
sight the companies generally were not 
notified of the receipt of this communi- 
cation, hence their surprise when

Experience Last Year 


According to common report the av- 
erage loss ratio upon tourist baggage in- 
surance last year was close to 50 per- 
cent, a figure that allows but a scant 
margin of profit, and only then when 
risks are carefully selected.

ANALYZES HIS SYSTEM 


TELLS OF AGENCY BUILDING 


C. J. Ayres of Saranac Lake Explains 
| His Methods to New York Agents’ 
Convention 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., May 27.—Service 
to the client was stressed as the most 
important factor in agency building by 
Clinton J. Ayres, local agent at Saranac 
| Lake, speaking before the annual meet- 
ing of the New York Association of In- 
surance Agents here today. Mr. Ayres’ 
subject was “Building the Multiple Line 
Insurance Agency” and he presented 
some of the successful methods used in 
his own agency as a possible guide to 
others. 

Mr. Ayres said that in the early days 
of his own experience he found his 
greatest handicap was the problem of 
overcoming a false pride of not want- 
| ing to be termed “An insurance agent.” 
After he had been in the business but 
a short while, however, he found that 
the duties of an insurance agent were 
such that he was proud to bear the title.

| ticularly with a multiple line agency, a 
service in all lines must be fully given. 
He said that in the end the insurance 
, business has no material thing to sell, 
but rather an idea of protection and the 
agent must make his idea his own before 
he can sell it. 

Trained All in Agency 





One of the first ideas developed by 
Mr. Ayres was that of educating every- 
one in his agency to be thoroughly fa- 
miliar with every phase of the business. 
In view of this he formed an office or- 
ganization known as the “Monday Night 
Forum” which meets for one hour at the 
close of the working day each Monday. 
The results have been more than grat- 
ifying. Mr. Ayres has found that every- 
one in the office is now able to ap- 
proach a prospect intelligently on any 
line. If the principals of the firm are 
not in when a prospect calls, anyone in 
the office can answer his inquiry and 
in most cases can sell a policy. 

One way in which service to clients 
has been extended is through the or- 
ganization of the “Ayres Agency Premi- 
| um Payment Plan.” This lan provides 

for a monthly payment by the client to 

cover all insurance premiums and taxes. 

The client pays into the Ayres Agency 

each month, one-twelfth of the total of 

all insurance premiums and taxes. This 
plan not only aids the client in budgeting 
his income, but keeps the agency in 
closer touch with the assured, It en- 

ables the agency to see the client 12 
| times a year, where otherwise, he 
would rarely be seen at all. The plan 
also gives the agency ~ record of all in- 
surance carried. 

The Ayres Agency has also been 
ready to render service in the little de- 
tails as they arrive. For instance, in 
connection with losses, they aid the as- 
sured in preparing loss claims and se- 
curing a satisfactory settlement. Mr. 
Ayres said he believes thorourhly in ser- 
vice. His agency has made service his 
motto. The plan of the agency is to 
sell the idea of service, forgetting premi- 
ums and commissions and recognizing 
service as the best advertising the 
agency has.

CEASE THE PRACTICE 
TEXAS SITUATION CLEARED 


Company Managers Will Bring Com- 
missions Back to the 15-20-25 
Basis 


NEW YORK, May 27.—Influenced 
by their desire to keep acquisition costs 
within reasonable bounds and to deal 
fairly with all of their agents in the 
Lone Star State, managers of compa- 
nies that have heretofore been paying 
their Dallas representatives commissions 
in excess of the regulation scale of 15, 
20 and 25 percent, after a careful review 
of the entire situation have individually 
decided to cease the practice forthwith 
and will so advise 


their_ respective 
agents. The trouble in Dallas, and 
which threatened to extend to San 


Antonio, Houston and other leading 
points, grew out of the allowance of 
general agents commissions upon local 
business to general agents and salaried 
managers by certain offices; a move 
that was followed by competing compa- 
nies without such representatives, who 
felt that their loyal local agents should 
not be discriminated against. 

The evil was of two years standing 
and had grown steadily worse since the 
initial move. The state insurance com- 
mission taking cognizance of the situ- 
ation, threatened to order a rate reduc- 
tion throughout Texas unless commis- 
sions at Dallas were brought down to 
a reasonable basis; an intimation that 
doubtless influenced the recent action in- 
dividually taken by the companies at 


fault. Dallas has been a thorn in the 
flesh ot managing underwriters for a 
long time, and now that its difficulties 


have been ironed out company officials 
as well as special and local agents feel 
that a long forward step toward improv- 
ing the record of Texas fire insurance- 
wise has been taken. 


BLUE GOOSE DROPS LIFE PLAN 


Group Insurance Proposal Made to 
Kansas City Pond Fails to Get 
Necessary Support 


KANSAS CITY, MO., May 27—An 
extremely favorable wholesale life in- 
surance proposal made to the Heart of 
America Blue Goose has been definitely 
turned down by the membership. This 
result appears in the failure of the re- 
quired number to make application for 


the insurance within the prescribed 
period. Applications and checks of 
about 40 Blue Goose members who 


wanted to take advantage of the offer 
have been returned by the committee, 
of which E. D. Marr of the New York 
Underwriters was chairman. The pro- 
posal was made available to members 
of three ponds—Heart of America, at 
Kansas City; Mississippi Valley at St. 
Louis, and Kansas, headquarters To- 
peka. No responses came in from the 
Kansas pond, those received being di- 
vided about equally between the other 
two. About 140 applications were re- 
quired to make the plan effective. 

It is said that the offer had been con- 
fined by the life insurance company to 
this one group, though many other 
ponds had asked to be given advantage 
of it also. It is understood that an effort 
will now be made by one of the other 
ponds to have the original offer made 
to them. 

The striking conclusion from the fail- 
ure of the fire insurance field men to 
snap up the cheap wholesale life in- 
surance proposal is that fire men do 
not give their expert attention to the 
subject of their individual estate con- 
servation. An estimate has been made 
that the men who applied for the whole- 
sale insurance carry from $2,500 to 
$10,000 of life insurance, and that those 
who did not apply carry less. Also it 
was said that the younger men, most to 
be benefited, were least interested.

Com- 
missioner Smith contended that the at- 
torney general’s actions were prompted 
due to the effects of the bill on certain 
fraternals and mutual companies which 
he alleged were represented by Mr. 
Ekern. 

When the hearings ended on Friday 
the committee adjourned to Wednesday. 
With the insistence of Attorney Ralph 
Jackman, representing Mr. Smith, that 
facts in the bill and changes proposed 
be introduced, Senator Harry Sauthoff, 
Madison, chairman of the committee, 
permitted the introduction of such tes- 
timony, although declaring that he was 
not interested in the merits of bill 175-S 

Take Up Ekern’'s Affiliations 


In examining Mr. Smith at last week’s 
hearing Mr. Jackman endeavored to 


bring out that Mr. Ekern acted as gen- 
eral counsel for the Beavers, a fraternal 
at Madison.

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tainty and indefiniteness of collecting 
a quid pro quo. It is not like life in- 
surance where, if the premiums are kept 
paid up, the policy will eventually be 
cashed in. You will not be there, it is 
true, but it will be nevertheless. 

“Of course we all know that taking 
the fire insurance business as a whole 
it is not as indefinite as it seems to the 
average insurer. Our statistics show 
that we will have a certain amount or 
percentage of losses on a class over a 
stated period of years and we must col- 
lect sufficient premiums to take care of 
those losses. On these results we base 
the rate to be charged and, believe me, 
the way things have been going the 
past few years the rates are none too 
high. This, however, is something the 
average insured cannot see, and if I 
may make a suggestion, a more wide- 
spread dissemination of knowledge as 
to the fundamentals or fire insurance 
should be part of the work of the local 
agent. 

Days of Secrecy Gone 


“The days of secrecy in the business 
are long past and, like other semi-pub- 
lic utilities, we want the general public 
to know just what comprises the in- 
come and the outgo of a reputable in- 
surance company. Even if the assured 
goes so far as to look up the standing 
of the company or companies in which 
he carries his insurance, he goes no 
further than to compare the amount of 
losses paid with the amount of pre- 
miums received. With that before him 
he thinks he is being robbed and his 
mind is all the more receptive for of- 
fers of a concession on the part of mu- 
tuals and reciprocals. 

“The greatest problem with which 
stock fire insurance companies have to 
contend is the matter of expenses, and 
there is probably no one subject that is 
now receiving more careful study and 
consideration. Let us consider for a 
moment the several items which go to 
make up this mooted subject of ex- 
pense. 

Commission Is Justified 


“First, there is the agent’s commis- 
sions. This on the general business of 
a company operating over the entire 
country will average from 21 to 25 per- 
cent, or possibly more, depending on 
how much of their income comes from 
the so-called large cities and from other 
causes and circumstances which I will 
not name. ‘The laborer is worthy of 
his hire,, and I am sure that none of 
us will think he is overpaid. I for one 
am quite sure he is not and I do not 
believe there is any other business re- 
quiring the work and detail of opera- 
tion incident to writing insurance where 
the returns are not proportionately 
greater. 

“T do not believe there is another 
business where the actual cost to the 
customer has not been increased dur- 
ing the past five years. With us in 
many places rates have actually been 
reduced, which of course is reflected in 
the agent’s income. In addition, your 
personal expenses have been increased 
with no apparent addition to your in- 
come except as you may go out and 
procure new business which is often at 
the expense of the other fellow. So I 
say again, the item of commission must 
remain fixed. 


Taxes Constitute Burden 


axes and license fees are never less 
than three percent and in some states 
they will run as high as six percent and 


possibly more. Companies are willing 
to pay a just and equitable tax for the 
privilege of doing business, but it is 
not fair to burden them with a charge 
much greater usually than that paid by 


other semi-public corporations, 
cially when the tax so 
largely in excess of any expense in- 
curred by the insurance departme nt of 
the state and the majority of it is often 
diverted and used for purposes entirely 
foreign and possibly questionable. 

“Our rate making machinery in all 
its various ramifications, which include 
fire prevention activities, experimental 
and research work in investigation and

reduction of fire hazards, takes another 
2 percent. 
Special Work Necessary 


“Then we have the expense attendant 
to special agency and inspection work. 
I expect some of you. to think this 
might be reduced without any serious 
loss. Perhaps it might be, but as long 
as the business is done on the present 


American agency plan any _ radical 
change at this time in supervisory work 
seems inadvisable. Of course if we 


adopted the system in vogue in England 
and other foreign countries, where the 
agent as we know him is not in evi- 
dence and connection is largely direct 
between the insurance company and the 
insured, a reduction in our present spe- 
cial agency force might be possible, but 
I am sure such a change in methods 
would not be feasible or advantageous 
to the companies in the long run. At 
any rate, for the present we do not 
know of any better way of supervising 
our business and agencies except to em- 
ploy a corps of special agents, and they 
must be paid a living wage and their 
expense of travel, and that means in 
the neighborhood of another 5 percent. 


Head Office Expense 


“Then the business must be handled 
at the head office, which I assure you 
is no small job, especially when you 
consider how small is the average pre- 
mium per policy and how many it takes 
to make up the total yearly income of 
one of the larger companies. In this 
head office expense there is included 
office rent, supplies, stationery, advertis- 
ing material, office furniture, salaries of 
clerks and officials, and a thousand and 
one things that go to make up a well 
conducted office and cannot be dis- 
pensed with. Then there is the expense 
of loss adjustments, which during the 
past few years has been no small sum. 


Small Underwriting Profit 


“The margin of underwriting profit is 
so small that few of the leading com- 
panies can or do pay their dividends 
from the earnings or operations of the 
business, but must depend entirely on 
the returns from investments. So that 
feature is merely a banker’s proposition. 

“I have gone into the question of ex- 
pense rather extensively because, while 
most of you were probably more or less 
conversant with what I have said, pos- 
sibly it has never been placed before 
you in quite the same light, and I have 
thought that possibly if you are called 
upon to address some gathering or or- 
ganization in your “went town, it might 
not be presumptuous on my part to sug- 
gest that you say a few words on some 
of the lesser known features of the op 
erations of an insurance company and 
that they are not, as many yet believe, 
‘predatory capitalistic monopolies’.”

COMMISSION LOSES APPEAL 


Secretary of Kentucky Bankers Associa- 
tion Allowed to Act as 
Agent 


LOUISVILLE, KY., May 27.— The 
Kentucky Court of Appeals upheld the 
Franklin Circuit Court, in an appeal of 
Commissioner Saufley, who had en- 
deavored to refuse a license to write in- 
surance in the case of Harry G. Smith, 
secretary of the Kentucky Bankers’ As- 
sociation. The contention had been that 


Smith, as secretary of the bankers as- 
sociation, had arranged to write insur- 
ance, and that his salary as secretary 
had been cut, under an arrangement 
whereby the amount of the cut would 
be made up through banks affiliated 
with the association, placing business 


with Smith, it being contended that this 
was a violation of the insurance law, in 
that Smith was doing indirectly that 
which could not be done directly, or 
sharing his commissions with others. 

Considerable interest was taken in the 
of the Kentucky Court 
of Appeals, which held that a corpora- 
tion might act as insurance agent and 
insure the property of the stockholders. 
It was further held that such a corpora- 
tion may act through a person who 
possesses the character and other quali- 
fications necessary for securing a license. 
The issue came out of the refusal of the 
Kentucky department to renew the 
license of L. W. Boggs, president of the 
Fidelity & Columbia Trust Company of 
Louisville, an agent of the Firemen’s 
of Newark. The insurance department 
held that a trust company was not a 
person proper to be licensed as an agent 
and had no right or power to so act 
and insure property held in trust. 


Amusement Park Loss 

KANSAS CITY, MO., May 27.— 
Several concessions and minor build- 
ings of Electric Park were destroyed 
by fire Tuesday night, with loss esti- 
mated at $50,000 and only insured to 
about half of value. Harry Burke, local 
agent, has insurance. The park was pre- 
preparing for summer opening. Build- 
ings will be rebuilt though it is said that 
the park is to operate only this one sea- 
son and then be dismantled. 


Glens Falls Group Insurance 


Tne Glens Falls has made arrange- 
ments with the Metropolitan Life to 
permit employes to take out additional 
group insurance. Previously each con- 
tributing employe received from $500 to 
$2,500 protection with a total of $105,- 
000 on about 100 employes. Under the 
present arrangement each contributing 
may add from $500 to $2,500 
to his protection, and the total is raised 
to more than $275,000.

EXPLAINS AUTO RATING 


DEVELOPMENT IS ANALYZED 


R. H. Goodwin Tells New York Agents 
Experience System Now in Use 
Is Probably Permanent 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., May 26—An 
analysis of the development ot the auto- 
mobile fire and theft rating system was 
made by R. H. Goodwin, manager of 
the automobile branch ot the eastern 
department of the Fireman's Fund, in 
his address before the New York Asso- 
ciation of Insurance Agents in session 
here today. Mr. Goodwin first pointed 
out the necessity of the local agent 
knowing his policy. He said that the 
answer to the question, “What should a 
local agent know about automobile fire 
and theft insurance,” could be answered 
by the four words, “Know the automo- 
bile policy.” He then discussed the in- 
fluence of experience on the fire and 
theft rates. 

Now on Stable Basis 


Mr. Goodwin said that experience is 
the main factor in the new rating system 
adopted this year. He expressed the 
opinion that the conference has at last 
hit upon the best program or formula 
for fixing rates and one which will be 
reasonably permanent in its application 
to the business. Except as the experi- 
ence indicated from year to year may 
necessitate, it is not likely that there will 
be further wholesale overturning of 
schedules. This has been the cause of 
much criticism of the automobile insur- 
ance business in the past on the part of 
the producer and agent. The radical 
changes that have come so frequently 
during past years were explained by Mr. 
Goodwin when he pointed out that the 
automobile business is only about 25 
years old. He said the first insurance 
policy for fire and transportation, as far 
as known, was issued in 1902 at a rate 
of 3 percent. Theft was not insured 
until three years later. From practically 
nothing in 1905 this business has de- 
veloped a premium production of ap- 
proximately $150,000,000. 


Outgrowth of Many Years 


Mr. Goodwin said that there has had 
to be created improved and perfected 
during constantly changing conditions 
new rules and practices and laws gov- 
erning this new but mammoth industry. 
The determination of methods of fixing 
rates has had to play an important part 
in all these changed conditions. It was 
not many years ago when the flat rate 
system was adopted without regard to 
price, make, style or condition. With 
the unprecedented development of the 
automobile business, it has been neces- 
sary to pioneer in untried fields with the 
natural consequence that with the many 
experiments made there have been many 
mistakes and the efforts to arrive at a 
common understanding and evolve stable 
methods have not been without many 
annoyances. Mr. Goodwin said that the 
old flat rate method was shortly suc 
ceeded by the list price method of rating. 
The list price method continued in force 
until about 1920, when it was realized

the way to manifestly unfair competi 
tior A manuiacturer would turn out 
an automobile with a spare wheel and, 
by including the price of that spare 
wheel in the factory list price, could put 
his car in an entirely different classifica 
tion than another car+ of identical cost 


nd recognition, but for which the spare 
heel was not listed in the factory price 
This small change in the list price 
grouping could shift a particular car 
from a dividing line of perhaps 1% per- 
cent and 3 percent.

OMAHA, NEB., May 27.—Nearly

Governor McMullen of Nebraska and 
Insurance Commissioner John R. Du- 
mont at the dinner in their honor given 
by the insurance division of the Omaha 
Chamber of Commerce. 

E. M. Martin, vice-president and 
counsel of the Guarantee Fund Life, 
presided as toastmaster. The Guarantee 
Fund employes chorus, under leader- 
ship of John S. Helgren, was heartily 
received and responded to several en- 
cores. Charles R. Gardner, vice-presi- 
dent of the Northwestern Life of 
Omaha, sang solo parts with the chorus. 

Walter W. Head, vice-president of the 
St. Joseph Life and president of the 
Omaha National Bank, spoke briefly but 
to the point on insurance matters. He 
is very widely known in insurance circles 
throughout the country due to his many 
addresses to insurance audiences on 
“The Relation of Insurance and Bank- 
ing” while he was president of the 
American Bankers Association. 


Cordial Reception for Dumont 


Much interest and general approval 
was given the address of Commissioner 
Dumont, who outlined the amount of 
detail burdening the department at this 
time and his plan to reissue the insur- 
ance laws in pamphlet form to include 
the changes and new laws resulting 
from the last two sessions of the legis- 
lature. He said he was carefully check- 
ing applications for new licenses and 
watching the qualifications indicated by 
the answers to questions. He read a 
list of the other occupations engaged in 
by applicants, which included almost 
every profession, trade or calling. He 
made a strong plea for cooperation from 
companies, general agents, managers and 
field men elevating the standards of the 
business and raising the qualifications 
of the men in agency work. He said 
he planned to incorporate in the next 
agency application blanks printed two 
additional questions: “Are you applying 
for agency solely to secure a commis- 
sion on your own or your employers 
business?” and “Have you studied the 
Nebraska insurance laws and the policies 
you plan to sell and how much time 
have you spent on them?”

It was 
believed that the inherent hazards of a 
car itself constitute the principal factor 
in loss frequency. The analytic sys- 
tem continued in force up to this year. 
Mr. Goodwin said that it has now been 
changed because, with the general im- 
provement in automobile construction 
and design, it is realized that every auto- 
mobile is a good automobile as far as its 
structural aspects are concerned. The 
experience on different cars is more 
likely attributable to ownership and 
moral hazard than to defective work- 
manship and material in the car itself. 
Thus about 95 percent of the value of 
automobiles in operation and insured 
this year are recorded in accordance 
with each make’s own developed experi 
ence for fire and theft. Mr. Goodwin 
said there might be some discrepancies 
in the rating system that would appear 
to show discrimination against one or 
another car, but in general the plan has 
been worked out in accordance with the 
actual experience of each car.

The average return on the stocks of 
ten of the largest companies is a little 
under 4 percent Hence this class of 
j security is relegated, along with Stand- 
j}ard Oil stocks and bank stocks, to the 
| general category of “rich men’s” invest- 
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ments. Insurance stocks do seem out of 
the question for persons of limited means 
if they must have their capital earning 
the maximum return currently. But for 
the investor who can afford to figure on 
the average return over a period of 
years the yield is adequate and the in- 
vyestment is a promising one. 

Prices for insurance stocks of the best 
type reflect asset and earning power 
value. The average market price of the 
ten stocks referred to above is more 
than six times the par value. On this 
market value earnings for 1924 were at 
the rate of nearly 12 percent. The differ- 
ence between earnings and dividends in 
the case of insurance companies is repre- 
sented in due time by an increase in as- 


sets. Inasmuch as these assets take the 
form of securities the investment of a 
year’s surplus earnings increases the as- 
set value of the stock by a definite 
amount. 

If an insurance company earns $12 a 
share and gives the stockholder $5 the

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INSPECTION AT BLOOMINGTON 


Indiana City Likely to Get New School 
Building As a Result of Criticisms 
That Were Made 


Bloomington, Ind., is pretty likely to 
get a new school-house as a result of 
the inspection made there last Friday by 
,members of the Indiana State Fire Pre- 
| vention Association. At the noon lunch- 
eon, attended by some 300 insurance 
men, Rotarians, Kiwanians and other 
| business men of Bloomington, Harry K. 
Rogers, representing the Western Actu- 
arial Bureau, dropped a bomb in the 


meeting when he declared that one of 
the school houses he had inspected was 
the worst he had ever seen in all his 


experience as an insurance representative 
or a fireman. 

He declared that the building was a 
firetrap from cellar to attic and that 
children trapped in it by fire would have 
little chance to escape. When he 
started to inspect the building it is 
reported that he remarked when in the 
attic, which was littered with pigeon 
nests and other debris, he was willing 
to bet he would find 50 defects in the 
building and that he revised this predic- 
tion to 100 when he had reached the 
second floor and that he pushed the 
figure up to 150 when he finished the 
basement. 

The best of it was that the prominent 
citizens present took the criticism in the 
right spirit, acknowledging that the

Mr. Rogers’ clown act also went over 
big with the school children who were 
assembled in the high school to witness 
it. 

Fifty-three field men reported Friday 
morning to assist in the inspection which 
covered the congested district. They 
reported that they were courteously re- 
ceived and that property owners gener- 
ally showed a sincere desire to know the 
particulars in which their risks were 
defective. 

This is the last town inspection that 
will be made by the Fire Prevention 
Association until fall, when at least one 
more town inspection will be made be- 
fore the end of the year. Just what 
town will be selected is not known, but 
President R. O. Furgason says there are 
two or three towns which have already 
invited the association to make them a 
call. 


MICHIGAN REGIONAL RALLIES 


Agents’ Association Holds Successful 
Meetings at Bay City, Lapeer, Lan- 
sing and Jackson 





LANSING, MICH., May 27.—More 
than 250 local agents attended the four 


regional meetings held last week at Bay 
City, Lapeer, Lansing and Jackson. 
Two meetings more of the series, ex- 


pected to draw even larger average at- 
tendances, were to be held this week 
at Battle Creek and Muskegon. 

Last week’s sessions, three of which 
were attended and largely arranged by 
President Phil J. Braun of the Michigan 
Association of Insurance Agents, were 
marked by lively discussions on timely 
topics and local problems. E. J. Scho- 
field, assistant secretary of the Standard 
Accident of Detroit, gave inspirational 
talks, mainly on the advantages of or- 
ganization and cooperation among stock 
company agents. Both President Braun 


and W. J. McKone, who had been 
named to act as chairman, were unable 
to attend the Jackson meeting, which 


wound up the week, but Clyde B. Smith 
of Lansing, last year’s association presi- 
dent, attended and ably directed the 
program. The meeting, however, drew 
a smaller attendance than any of its 
predecessors, only about 30 agents gath- 
ering from southern Michigan for the 
session. 


Lansing Meeting Most Successful 


The Lansing meeting was one of the 
most successful of the series, around 75 
insurance men being in attendance. 
Practically every village and small city 
in this district had at least one repre- 
sentative and the members of the Lan- 
sing Exchange turned out en masse. 
Burt Stratton presided at the session. 
Mr. Schofield won the enthusiastic ap- 
probation of his hearers in his talk. He 
maintained that competition is a de- 
sirable rather than an evil condition and 
that when it is combined with the 
proper type of organization it produced 
results which no other system can re- 
motely approach. President Braun ex- 
| plained some of the contact points be- 
| tween the state and national associa- 
tions and touched briefly upon the Mil- 
waukee Declaration and the Savannah 


action. 
It was the sense of the meeting that 
both national meetings properly re- 


flected the spirit of the local agents and 
that the Michigan association should 
place in its by-laws at its earliest op- 
portunity the points relating to agents’ 
ownership of expirations and bank 
| agencies. Such action cannot be for- 
mally taken until the annual convention 
to be held next October at Kalamazoo. 


Corell, deputy insurance commissioner, 
were additional speakers on the Lansing 
program. The chief, who has had but 
a few blemishes in the way of big fires 
on his long record of service here, urged 
the agents to push the movement to out- 
law the inflammable wood shingle by 
placing a new section in the city’s build- 
ing code. Mr. Corell explained the few 
insurance bills which were passed at 
the recent session of the legislature. Al- 
though several of them have not yet 
been signed by Governor Groesbeck, it 
is generally agreed that they will be 
before the expiration of the signing 
period next week. 

Round-table speakers included Mrs. 
Edith Cartwright, Lakeview, “Owner- 
ship of Expirations“; Fred Jenison, 
Lansing, “Agency Limitations”; Austin 
Jenison, Lansing, “Collections”; How- 
ard Groesbeck, Durand, “Mutual Com- 
petition”; O. S. Rice, Portland, “Local 
Problems”; George Goodell, Lansing, 
“Value of Local Organizations”; Zelin 
Goodell, Lansing, “Automobile Insur- 
ance.” That the local agent should not 
try to represent too many companies 
but should gauge his companies by his 
business capacity was the contention of 
Fred Jenison. Mr. Groesbeck saw mu- 
tual competition as no greater bugbear 
to the live agent who knows his com- 
panies and the nature of his service 
and is able to stress these rather than 
initial cost. Mutual insurance repre- 
sentatives in auto sales organizations 
were instanced among serious local 
problems by Mr. Rice. 


MICHIGAN FOREST FIRE LOSS 


Heavy Damage Inflicted and Scores of 
Towns Threatened When Snow 
Checks Blazes 


LANSING, MICH., May 27—The 


most serious spring forest fires in years 


swept sections of both the upper and 
lower peninsulas of Michigan last week, 
according to information reaching the 
state department of conservation. The 


damage would have mounted to serious 
proportions had not relief come in the 
form of an unseasonable snow storm. 
Three buildings were burned as the 
result of forest fires near the town of 
Hardwood in Delta county and the town 


itself was threatened. Fire wardens 
also reported the village of Atlanta, 
Montmorency county, in danger. 


Large timber losses have been experi- 
enced in Ontonagon county. Marquette 
reports serious damage in all sections 
from forest fires fanned by a high south- 
west wind. 

More than a 
hamlets were threatened with utter an- 


nihilation by the fires when they were 
at their height Thursday and Friday. 
One lumber camp, operated by Hum- 
phrey & McCray, in Iron county, was 
fire-swept, approximately a million feet 
of logs being burned, farm buildings and 
isolated huts and sawmills in several 


other sections are reported to have been 
damaged or destroyed, and one large 
mill and a dozen ore cars in Baraga 
county are said to have been consumed. 

Bad fires near Wunsing and in Wisau- 


kee county threatened to get beyond 
control. In the vicinity of Petoskey 
serious fires were near Alanson artd 


dangerously close to Menonoqua Beach 
resort. 

The woods in all sections were timber- 
dry and every available member of th 


flames. Rain had not fallen in the north 
since March 24. 


The majority of the fires have been 
caused by carelessness, most of them 
from cigarette or cigar stubs and 


matches.

To Protect State Institutions 


LANSING, MICH., May 26—Inadequate 
fire protection at a number of state hos- 
pitals and other institutions was aired 
last week at a meeting of the adminis- 
trative board, resulting in granting by 
the board of a $10,000 expenditure to in- 


stall proper protective apparatus at the 
Newberry state hospital, where a blaze 
a few weeks ago threatened to wreck 
the institution.

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TROUBLE OVER LOG BUSINESS 


Wisconsin Department and Audit Bureau 
Checking up on Flat Can- 
cellation Cases 


MILWAUKEE, WIS., May 26.—R. 
M. Rose, chief rater of the Wisconsin 
insurance department, was in Milwaukee 
last week checking the reports of writ- 
ings on forest products. Commissioner 
Smith has issued a large number of 
orders calling for correction of policies 
incorrectly written and Mr. Rose was 
checking the records of the Wisconsin 
Audit Bureau to determine whether the 
orders had been complied with. 

The evil of flat cancellation has crept 
into forest products insurance, certain 
lines being in force 20 to 30 days and 
then cancelled flat. As log insurance 
is usually carried for a period of only 
60 days the policy of cancelling flat 
policies which have been in effect 30 
days is particularly vicious. It is under- 
stood that the audit bureau has issued 
criticisms on these cancellations and 
threatened that in case the earned pre- 
mium is not promptly reported the vio- 
lations will be reported to the commis- 
sioner.

Forest Fire Losses in Wisconsin

CLEANUP PLAN IS OUTLINED 


Nebraska Commissioner Is Carrying 
Fight on Unqualified Agents Directly 
To Companies Themselves 


LINCOLN, NEB., May 27.—Com- 
missioner Dumont told the company of- 
ficers and state agents present at the din- 
ner Friday evening of the Lincoln chamber 
of commerce insurance subdivision that 
he did not propose to be the goat in 
the battle he has begun for the purpose 
of running the jacks of all trades out oi 
the insurance agency line and making, 
as he says, “an honest to God business.” 

Mr. Dumont says that he is carrying 
the fight right up to the companies 
themselves. He is not looking for trou- 
ble, but for cooperation, and if the field 
men, state agents and companies stand 
with him he believes the situation can 
be cleaned up without any agents’ quali- 
fications law. 

Field men were criticised for their 
handling of agents’ applications. Many 
of these come in bearing every evidence 
on their face that they were prepared 
in advance, with questions all nicely an- 
swered before they were presented to 
the men for whom a license was asked, 
and that the applicant had never read 
the questions at all. 


Kansas Deputy Speaks 


Commissioner Baker of Kansas was 
compelled tc cancel his engagement to 
speak, but sent his deputy, John B. 
Smith, and a part of his speech. Mr. 
Smith said that the chief troubles of 
the Kansas department were caused by 
the commission grabbers, the chief of 
whom had recently been discovered in 
the person of an agent who was selling 
health and accident and making buyers 
believe they were getting life insurance. 
Mr. Smith said the big fight was to get 
high pressure salesmen out of the busi- 
ness, and instead develop an agency 
corps that knew what it was selling and 
was able to deliver to a man what he 
wanted to buy. Kansas had not been 
able to get an agents’ qualification law, 
and Mr. Baker was doing the best he 
could, but he had only one rule, that an 
agent should have common honesty and 
know what he is selling. 


Tax Injustice Cited 


Commissioner Baker, in his written 
speech, said the companies have a right 
to protest against the tax injustice to 
which they are subjected. In his state 
560 companies pay $1,000,000 a year in 
taxes, 4% percent of which is spent in 
maintaining the department of supervi- 
sion. To collect this million from them- 
selves the people of Kansas paid an 
additional $425,000 in agents’ and other 
commissions. Mr. Baker said that in- 
surance men who criticise the depart- 
ment injure their own business, because 
they destroy public confidence in it and 
shake the faith of the buyers of pro- 
tection. He advocated close coopera- 
tion between the state departments and 
companies so that everybody. gets a 
square deal.

The general rate war can be 
avoided by having the Farm Association 
again assume jurisdiction over Nebraska 
and when that is done it should include 
in its membership all farm writing com- 
panies doing a state-wide business, both 


stock and mutual. The reason both 
classes of companies should be affiliated 
with the association is because, under 
the present competitive conditions, each 
company tries to outdo the other in lib- 
eral forms of coverage to the extent 
that an agent will, in most instances, 
take an application on any kind of a 
risk and usually gets by with it because, 
as he says, his competitor will write it 
if he does not. The result is that all 
classes of companies get a lot of unde- 
sirable business and are being made the 
“goat,” which leads us to believe that 
the author of “Goat Feathers” must at 


some time have been an adjuster of farm 


fire and windstorm losses or he could 
not have written so humorously about 
those who are made goats of. 
Small Structures Insured 

On April 22 a heavy wind blew over a 
large area in Nebraska and adjoining 
states and a great many wind losses 
were reported to all companies writing 
farm insurance. In discussing the mat- 


ter some ten days after the storm with 
the general adjuster of one of the large 
farm writing companies, he advised that 
up to that date more than 800 losses had 
been reported to his company. The 
writer suggested to him that it was too 
bad that companies insured so many 
small undesirable buildings against 
windstorm. He replied by saying that 
it was a crime and that not over 10 per- 
cent of all of the losses reported were 
on buildings that should have ever been 
insured against windstorm. Most of 
the loss claims were made on chicken 
houses, small granaries, corn cribs and 
other small farm buildings. There were 
reported to our office, as a result of that 
high wind, about 60 losses and in only a 
few instances have we found that there 


was any damage to a building that was 
large enough or well enough built so 
it should have been insured against 


windstorm. 
Could Eliminate Bad Risks 


If all of the companies were affiliated 
with the Farm Association and observed 
sensible rules restricting the writing of 
fire and windstorm insurance, it would 
be just as easy for the agent to write a 
farm risk in competition with other 
agents by eliminating windstorm insur- 
ance on all buildings without good 
foundations, buildings with board or 
rubberoid roofs, and any buildings not 
substantially built and with dimensions 
less than 12x16 and not entirely inclosed, 


also hayracks, header boxes and hay 
stackers. If these rules were observed, 
much time and expense in handling 
claims on business which should not be 
put on the companies’ books would be 
saved and the business would be more 
satisfactory for both the agents and the 


companies.

He has also advised 
them not to undertake the sale of mutual 
hail insurance on any suggestion that the 
state bond requirements constitute a re- 
serve or guaranty to the policyholders. 

It appears that some of the hail mu- 
tuals have had a clause inserted in their 
policies that if a wheat crop fails to 
produce 10 bushels per acre or more, the 
premium note of the policyholder, or the 
cash the farmer has paid, would be re- 
turned to him, Mutuals in this state are 
not permitted to write this form of in- 
surance as it is a sort of crop insurance.

Denver Turns Down Bond Issue but 
Other Cities in Mountain Field 
Show Much Activity 


DENCER, COLO., May 27.—Failure 
of Denver voters last week to pass the 
$10,000,000 water bond issue for this 
city, in the opinion of many fire under- 
writers here, was the result not from 
public disapproval of increased water 
supply, but rather represented a vote of 
lack of confidence in the present mem- 
bers of the city water board, into whose 
hands the $10,000,000, if voted, would 
have been placed. 

The issue lost by only a narrow mar- 
gin of 3,000 votes out of nearly 50,000 
votes cast on this particular issue. If 
passed, the bonds were to have gone 
toward enlargement and expansion ot 
Denver’s water supply, construction of 
the proposed Two Forks dam in Platte 
canon to catch and store flood waters, 
and thus give the city an independent 
source of water beside the Cheesman 
reservoir, which now forms Denver’s 
main source. 


Other cities of the Mountain Field, 
however, have not been backward in 
recent months in taking active steps 


toward keeping the water supply up to 
the requirements of an ever-increasing 
demand. According to officials of the 
Mountain States Inspection Bureau, 
cities throughout the three states of the 
field, Colorado.

INSURANCE GROUPS CREATED | 


Open Master Plan Company Describes 
the Method It Adopts to Get 
Lower Rates 





John B. Morris and George Washing- 
ton of Cincinnati have copyrighted a 
plan of “co-operative, collective, group 
or association buying” of automobile in- 
suratice. It is known as the “Open Mas- 
ter Policy Plan” and has been bought 
by several companies for use by their 
agents. 

The plan provides essentially for the 
granting of wholesale insurance’ rates 
to individuals who will combine into a 
group for the placing of insurance. Five 
or more people are considered a group. 
Employees of stores, factories, members 
of clubs, and associations, any group al- 
ready formed or easily organized, con- 
stitute the best prospects. 

The “Master Policy” is issued to the 
group and individual certificates to each 
member purchasing insurance. An in- 
dividual or committee of the group acts 
with the insurance agent soliciting 
business and takes care of the collec- 
tion from individual members. Each 
member of the group signs the necessary 
order and turns in his premium to the 
committee or individual handling the 
matter for the group. ; 

In a prospectus descriptive of the 
“Open Master Policy Plan,” the promo- 
ters declare that savings can be made 
ior the insurance purchasers amounting 
to as much as 35 percent below manual 
rates, The members of the Open Master

Erie Exchange Starts 


PROBE OF AUTO CLUB “ADS” 


Detroit Better Business Bureau Takes 
Up Complaints Registered Against 
Interinsurance Exchange 


DETROIT, MICH., May 27.—An in- 
vestigation of the advertising of the In- 
terinsurance Exchange of the Detroit 
Automobile Club has been commenced 
by the Detroit Better Business Bureau 
following the receipt of a letter from 
H. V. Upington, Michigan manager of 
the Fidelity & Casualty, protesting 
against a recent newspaper advertise- 
ment of the local motor club reciprocal 
in which its alleged facilities for na- 
tional automobile insurance service were 
described as resulting from an affilia- 
tion with the 700 automobile clubs of 
the American Automobile Association 
throughout the country. Mr. Upington 
has pointed out in his letter to the Bet- 
ter Business Bureau that these advertised 
claims are both false and misleading 
since there is absolutely no connec- 
tion on the part of the Detroit Auto- 
mobile Club reciprocal with the auto- 
mobile clubs in the A. A. A. so far as 
insurance matters are concerned with 
the result that no facilities for adjust- 
ments or other means of insurance serv- 
ice to policyholders traveling in other 
sections of the country are afforded. 
While similar protests against these ex- 
aggerated claims of the Interinsurance 
Exchange were contemplated by a 
number of other local agents and com- 
pany managers they have deferred their 
filing pending the disposition of Mr. 
Upington’s complaint to the Bureau. 
He also has lodged a smilar complaint 
in this connection with Commissioner 
Hands.

Has Much Power 


He did not have a big stick to use so 


far as New York companies are con- 
cerned, as naturally they are not licensed 
every year in their home state by the 
insurance department. However, un- 
doubtedly Mr. Beha can make their 
existence somewhat troublesome. Mr. 
Beha, however, is inclined to be emi- 
nently fair in the application of these 
rules. He realizes that there are some 
companies that are so situated that it 
would be an injustice to ask them to 
comply with ,the regulations literally. 
The National Bureau of Casualty & 
Surety Underwriters has sent out to its 
members requests that if any relief is 
to be asked that such be forthcoming at 


once. The national agency committee 
will take up any requests for relief and 
if they are not granted an appeal can 
be taken and the matter arbitrated. 

It is thought that this plan of pledging 
the companies to support the rule will 
iron out troublesome conditions in cities 
like Chicago for example, where there 
are numerous violations as to payments 
of commission to brokers, excess gen- 
eral agency appointments, etc. Just

WARRANT OUT FOR ADJUSTER 


Action Follows Investigation of Bomb 
Plot at Minneapolis Office of 
U.S. F. & G. 


MINNEAPOLIS, MINN., May 27.— 
As the latest development in the bomb 
plot directed at an employe of the local 
office of the United States Fidelity & 
Guaranty, a warrant has been issued for 
Russell A. Johnson, an assistant claim 
agent of the company. The warrant 
charges Johnson with embezzlement o: 
company funds approximating $190, ob- 
tained through alleged fraudulent claims. 
Johnson has disappeared, and vigorous 
efforts are being made to find him. 

A few weeks ago a bomb was received 
by messenger boy at the offices of the 
U. S. F. & G,, the package being ad- 
dressed to E. H. Chapman, claim ad- 
juster. The bomb exploded in the office 
without seriously injuring anyone. Then 
it developed that previously a box of 
candy had been sent to Chapman from 
an anonymous source and investigation 
indicated it contained poisoned candy. 
Johnson reported that he, too, had re- 
ceived a box of candy about the same 
time, but had destroyed it without eating

MILWAUKEE, WIS., May 27.— 





Work of the Wisconsin Com~-ensation 
Rating & Inspection Bureau the past 
year was reported upon at the annual 
meeting here. Net expense of the bureau | 
last year was $3,313 less than the year 
before, due to a a in inspections 
made and to more efficient administra- 
tion, according to the report ot George 
Haydon, manager. The average cost 
per inspection in Wisconsin last year 
was $13.38 as compared with an average 
cost of $13.94 the year previous. 


Loading Increased 


‘Tendency of the industrial compensa-

“The net de- 
parture being .885 thus requiring a bal- 
ance loading of 1.13 to restore the 
premium level, whereas the loading in 
the present rates on classifications sub- 
ject to schedule rates is but 1.10.

URGES MORE INTEREST 


SEEKS SUPPORT OF PUBLIC 


Dual Responsibility in Insurance Mat- 
ters Placed on Policyholders by 
George W. Wells, Jr. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 
Much of the responsibility for curing the 
ills of the insurance business was placed 
upon the public in an address by George 
W. Wells, Jr., insurance commissioner 
of Minnesota, delivered before the 
nual meeting of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce here last week. Mr. 
Wells discussed particularly the means 
by which a policyholder can get the 
most out of his policy. He said, how- 
ever, that this was largely up to the 
policyholder himself and thus he shared 
an equal responsibility with the carrier 
in effecting the best insurance service. 


Should Understand Policy 


26.— 


Mr. Wells said that few policyholders 
thoroughly understand insurance. It is 
true in all branches of insurance, and 
particularly in casualty insurance. A

keeping and in many cases never com- | 


pletely read unless a loss occurs. Mr. 
Wells said that this action is natural to 
a degree, as the insurance contracts are 
now so complicated and their wording is 
in such form as to make it difficult of 
analysis. However, he said that every 
policyholder should grasp certain funda- 
mental principles regarding the insur- 
ance business to aid himself and help 
reduce the insurance cost to a minimum. 

The first essential mentioned by Mr. 
Wells was the reading of the policy. He 
said every policyholder should read the 
contract to at least get a general idea of 
the coverage extended and the limita- 
tions included. He said this is especially 
true where different priced policies are 
sold for the same general coverage, as 
the policyholder should discover just 
what the difference is. Generally speak- 
ing he gets what he pays for and the $10 
policy extends $10 of insurance cover- 
age, whereas the $100 contract gives $100 
of insurance service. He next said that 
it is necessary in order to get the maxi- 
mum service from a contract that the 
insurance be placed with carriers author- 
ized to do business in this country. He 
said the insurance departments through 
their licensing system safeguard the in- 
terest of the policyholders, if they will 
make a selection from the authorized 
companies. 

Should Watch Legislation 


Mr. Wells then referred to the import- 
ance of safeguarding legislative interests. 
He said that one of the tendencies on 
the part of the policyholder much to be 
deplored is an indifference to insurance 


legislation. Mr. Wells said that many 
policvholders do not see any connection 
between insurance legislation and their 


own financial interests. Accordingly, 
they are apt to take the attitude it is 
none of their business and the insurance 


companies must fight the matter alone. 
He said this was the mistaken course of 
action and there are many types of 
legislation which materially « rn 
policyholders. Among those he men 
tioned were special taxation, which in 
the end is paid by the _ policyholder, 
workmen’s compensation legislation, a

Plaintiff was injured and company 
claimed that such statement was untrue 
and that plaintiff was in fact suffering 
from such a disability. The court 
charged, among other things, that the 
defendant could not free itself from lia- 
bility by merely saying it would have 
refused to issue a policy had it known 
of plaintiff's disability but that such 
refusal would have to be justified under 
all the circumstances and the materiality 
of the disability. Held that it was en- 
tirely optional with the company whether 
or not it would accept plaintiff's applica- 
tion and issue him a policy. Judgment 
for plaintiff reversed.—Denler vs. Conti- 
nental Casualty Co. N. Y. Supreme Ct., 
App. Div. (4th Dept.). Decided May 6. 


Tried Hard to Get Hurt 


Probably the most extreme case on 
record of an effort to collect under an 
accident insurance policy was reported 
in Kansas papers last week. The holder 
of a policy loosened a rail on the rail- 
road track then went back and boarded 
the train. His plan did not work out 
successfully. He got into the last coach 
and was not injured.

“The request on the very day of its 
delivery for its return undoubtedly oper- 
ated to deter the broker from carefully 
checking it up. There was acquiescence 
in the suggestion of the broker that the 
binder and policy would be returned 
when he had replaced the insurance. It 
was always in the defendant’s power 
effectually to cancel the insurance by 
written notice.

Little Reek Pronunciamento 


“We believe in the National Associa- 
tion of Insurance Agents. 

“We believe that the equitable, wise 
and prudent principles upon which it 

inds may be accepted in good faith by 
every fair-minded company executive. 

“W believe further that the safety 
of the American agency system and the 
future of the local agency business de- 
pends upon the preservation of the Na- 
tional Association. 

“We deeply deplore the present atti- 
tude of those fire insurance companies 
that are in continuous and open violation 
of certain of our principles and we are 
forced to recognize in this attitude a de- 
liberate attempt to overthrow or dis- 
credit the National association. 

“We, the undersigned, the executive 
ance conference committee of the Arkan- 
sas Association of Insurance Agents, in 
joint meeting, therefore call upon the 
insurance agents of Arkansas to unite in 
their support of the principles of the 
National association and in support, as 


individuals, of the resolution adopted by 
the National convention held in Milwau- 
kee last year.” 

Arkansas Conditions Different 


I have the very highest regard for the 


members here (for their motives I know 
to be sincere) who are pledged to sup- 
port and pass a resolution at this time, 
declaring themselves as favoring the ac- 
tion taken by the National association. 
Then, too, my love for our state associa- 





tion and my great concern in its contin- 
uance to function, in protection of agents’ 
rights, is an uppermost thought in my 
mind. 

We all know that conditions in this 
state are entirely different from those 
existing in other states, where agents’ 
organizations have already endorsed the 
action of the Milwaukee resolution. In 
Little Rock, for instance, only bank 
agencies are maintained, and as a result 
companies that may be considered loyal 
in some localities have been and are now 
in violation of the resolution, because 
if they did not appoint bank agencies 
they would be without representation 
that would produce them business. 


Would Breed New Agencies 


. The agents of Arkansas enjoy one 
great distinction that is not common to 
a great many other states, in that here 
are very few agencies in each town. 
Should we go on record as favoring the 
Milwaukee resolution and force our mem- 
bers to literally follow the instructions 
from the executive committee of the Na- 
tional association, we would increase our 
agency competition over night. I recall 
one agent 


leaders supporting the Milavaukee reso- 
lution requested him not to resign the 
Firemen’s but to “lay it on the shelf’ 
and give it no business, for if he re- 
signed the company it would undoubt- 
edly plant other agencies in competition 
to him in that town. 


Many Companies Guilty 


We cannot understand an idea where 
one company has been declared in vio- 
lation of the Richmond declaration when 
numbers of other companies have been 
guilty of the same violation in Arkan- 
sas. We do not believe public opinion 
will support any resolution which is not 
made effective to all companies in the 
Same manner. We do not feel that the 
agency association in Arkansas is will- 
ing to stultify itself in such a way as 
to go on record criticising one company 
and patting another company on 
back for violating the same principle. 

If this convention passes the resolu- 
tion whieh will be proposed by some of 
its members, there isn’t an agency in 
this state but what will have to resign 
every company in its office, simply be- 
cause no company doing business in the 
state is observing the rule. Then, where 
will our state association be? 


Weulld Be in Awkward Position 


If it be declared inconsistent to repre- 
sent companies in continuous violation, 
agent members of this association real- 


ize the awkward position we 
ourselves in. I do 
willing to take the chance 
out of business. I have sounded out a 
sufficient number of agents since coming 
here to convince me that this convention 
should take no action favoring the Mil- 
waukee resolution. In order to dispose 
of the question and relieve the resolu- 
tions committee of having to bring in 
an expression on the question, I propose 
the following resolution and request that 
a standing vote be taken thereon by 
agency members of this association and 
at this time:

In the executive session when the 
vote came up to pass the resolution sug- 
gested by the grievance committee, it 
stood 30 to 25 in favor of passing.

Later the meeting adjourned and a 
small committee got together at which 
time it was agreed that the Milwaukee 
resolution would not be_ presented, 
neither would the resolution of the 
grievance committee, nor would the 
pronunciamento sent out by the execu- 
tive and conference committees be up 
for action. 





Hearing on Rate Raise 


NEW YORK, May 27.—A hearing 
will be heard before Superintendent 
Beha this week on the 12 percent in- 
crease in compensation insurance. The 
Compensation Inspection Rating Board 
for New York State has authorized the 
increase owing to the higher: loss ratio 
due to a very liberal award made under 
compensation claims. In New York 
there are the state fund, participating 
companies, stock companies and self in- 
surers. The mutuals have been able 
to pay 15 to 25 percent dividends writ- 
ing the business at manual rates, but 
owing to the 10 percent increase in 
benefits the dividends naturally have 
been reduced and there has been a 
decline in new business.

Illustrate Reciprocal Results 


These are only two of the 14,000 cases 
involved in the receivership. They are 
perfect illustrations of the continuing 
nature of reciprocal obligations and the 
uncertainty of reciprocal results. What 
stock company can go back to policies 
of 1918-1921 and ask for more money? 
The Liederman demand is not on a re- 
audit of payroll, but on figures that have 
always been on record in the reciprocal 
office. The reaudit of payrolls for years 
back is an entirely different proposition, 
but one which also is being pursued by 
the receiver in other cases. Assessments 
will come later. The recall of dividends, 
the reopening of ancient accounts, and 
the reaudit of payrolls are perfectly 
logical under the reciprocal agreement 
and are pursued under the highest legal 
advice. Walter L. Fisher, chief counsel 
for the receiver, is a lawyer of the high- 
est standing and a former member of 
the cabinet under President Taft. 

Mystery in Name 


A peculiarity of the Liederman case is 
that Liederman Bros. & Soboroff Co. 
did not know the Associated Employers 
Reciprocal, in whose affairs they now 
find themselves entangled. On _ their 
own books the account was in the name 
of the Illinois Indemnity Exchange, 
which according to public understand- 
ing, ceased to exist in 1917, a year be- 
fore they had anything to do with eithe 
concern. The account is not a mere 
continuation under an old name, because 
up to 1918 their insurance was carried 
by the United States Fidelity & Guar- 
anty. How they imagined themselves 
dealing with a concern that disappeared 
a year before is not yet explained. 

Demand Made by Lawyer 


The demand for $60.09 in the Lieder- 
man case is purely on a correction of the 
account and not in the way of an assess- 
ment. The statement was sent out by a 
lawyer retained by the receiver, John J. 
Priestly of Chicago, whose letter ex- 
pressly stated it did not include the 
possible assessment, and further warned 
that he was instructed to bring the 
policyholder into the receivership suit 
and ask judgment if the amount was not 
paid promptly. The letter from Mr. 
Priestly to Liederman Bros. & Soboroff 
Co., dated May 22, 1925, and accompany- 
ing the bill dated May 20, was as fol- 
lows:

what the chief points of difference were. 
He offered this as a plan that would 
save a great deal of time. His sugges- 
tion was adopted. 


0. J. Arnold Chairman 


The committee was formed on Friday 
afternoon with O. J. Arnold, secretary 
and actuary of the Illinois Life, as chair- 
man, and labored all of Friday afternoon 
and until 12 o’clock that evening. On 
Saturday morning Mr. Doyle was able 
to report that a general agreement had 
been reached, that each branch of the 
business had exhibited a willingness to 
give and take and that a long list of 
amendments had been prepared which 
were acceptable to every class of com- 
pany operating in the state. Because 
there were so many amendments it was 
not possible to have them prepared and 
in finished form for the examination of 
the committee. Instead they were sent 
by mail to Senator Dailey on Monday 
unaccompanied by arguments. Senator 
Dailey has heard from each branch of 
the business, is familiar with the amend- 
ments that are desired, and those that 
have been sent to him merely set down 
in concrete form the suggestions that 
have been made orally during the public 
hearings. 

Much Time Saved 


If the Doyle proposal for a coalition 
committee had not been made, the hear- 
ing before the Dailey sub-committee 
could not possibly have been concluded 
before the latter part of this week. At 
the conference of the counsel for the 
various companies all moot questions 
were thoroughly discussed, duplicate 
amendments were discarded, and the 
major agreements vital to all determined 
upon. Senator Dailey and the other 
members of his committee now know 
that if they finally present in the senate 
a bill embedying all or approximately 
all of the amendments suggested by the 
joint committee of insurance counsel, 
they will have a measure that has the 
united backing of the insurance men of 
the state. 


Features to Be Eliminated 


It is believed that when it finally ap- 
pears in the senate the bill will contain 
nothing that can seriously be objected 
to by the stock fire companies. The pro- 
vision for a state rating bureau will, in 
all probability, be eliminated. The taxes 
imposed upon stock fire companies will 
undoubtedly be reduced. The present 
fire marshal law will be improved. Sim- 
ilarly, it is anticipated that the final 
draft of the bill will work no hardships 
upon the fire and casualty mutuals and 
reciprocals. The one feature that has 
been opposed by the surety companies 
will unquestionably be dropped. The 
life companies will not be hurt by the 
bill as it is finally written. Undoubtedly 
the bill will be fundamentally a measure 
that rewrites, clarifies and modernizes 
the insurance laws of the state without 
one radical departures of any 

inc 

Improved Tax Section 


If section 630 of the old act of 1869, 
which relates to taxation, is not repealed, 
amd it probably will be, then the stock 
fire companies will in all probability not 
be taxed beyond the limit as proposed 
in Section 66 of the Dailey code as at 
first drawn. This means that in any 
event the taxes of the stock fire com- 
panies will be reduced and that if Sec- 
tion 630 of the old act is repealed the 
companies will be taxed upon their net 
instead of their gross receipts, credit be- 
ing allowed for losses and expenses. 


Firemen Alarmed 


At the opening session in Chicago on 
Friday morning there were present a 
number of firemen in uniform led by 
William Lister, corporation counsel of 
Evanston and attorney for the National 
Firemen’s Association. The firemen be- 
lieved that the provisions of the Dailey 





bill would eliminate the 2 percent tax 
assessed against fire insurance compa- 
nies which goes to the maintenance of 
fire departments. Senator Dailey as- 
sured the firemen at the hearing that 
their fears were groundless. If, he told 
them, the language of the bill gives an 
impression even that such a tax is to be 
eliminated, an amendment will be made 
retaining the present law. Thomas B. 
Johnstone of Indianapolis, representing 
firemen of Indiana; William Wipperman 
of Portage, Wis., president of the Wis- 
consin State Firmen’s Association, and 
representatives of associations in other 
neighboring states were present and 
took an interest in the proceedings. 


Doyle Principal Speaker 


Mr. Doyle, representing the stock fire 
companies, was the principal speaker 
during the sessions on Friday and Satur- 
day. He showed that there is no public 
demand for a state rating bureau, no 
complaint of rates and that the average 
rate in Illinois is much lower than in a 
number of the surrounding states which 
have rating bureau laws. He pointed 
out that it would cost approximately 
$200,000 to get a rating bureau started. 


Protest Against Taxes 


Mr. Doyle made a strong protest 
against the high taxes now being paid 
by the stock fire companies. He read 
from the report of the Dailey investi- 
gating committee made two years ago 
in which Senator Dailey went on record 
as being opposed to indirect taxation, 
saying that, through indirect taxation, 
the big corporations were being made 
into tax gatherers. The stock fire com- 
panies, Mr. Doyle said, are now paying 
9% percent of their Illinois premiums in 
taxes. Mr. Doyle said that Illinois now 
receives $3,000,000 in taxes from the in- 
surance companies and spends only 
$100,000 for the maintenance of the in- 
surance department, although the orig- 
inal purpose for a tax upon insurance 
companies was to provide a sufficient 
amount of money to provide the operat- 
ing expenses of the insurance depart- 
ment. 

Seely in Arguments 


H. P. Janisch, attorney for the mu- 
tuals, entered his objections to the tax 
features of the Dailey bill. The real 
high spot in the entire hearing came on 
Saturday afternoon after H. B. Seely, 
the Chicago tax ferret representing the 
Illinois Municipalities League, offered 
objections to the bill and was assisted in 
his arguments by Leon Hornstein, as- 
sistant corporation counsel of Chicago. 
Mr. Seely contended that the enactment 
of the Dailey bill as drawn would de- 


stroy $3,000,000 of revenue which has in: 


the past been collected by the munici- 
palities of the state. Mr. Seely said that 
all classes of companies but life can 
afford to pay higher taxes and to pass 
the increase on to the assured. He sug- 
gested a 4 percent tax on gross income, 
3 percent to go to the state and 1 per- 
cent to the municipalities having fire 
departments. Mr. Hornstein objected 
that the Dailey bill changes the basis 
of taxation from gross premiums to net 
profits. 
Doyle in Answer 


The arguments of Messrs. Seely and 
Hornstein were answered by Mr. Doyle, 
who by the use of highly polished rhe- 
toric made a number of neat thrusts. 
He particularly directed his fire at Mr. 
Seely. He pointed out that Mr. Seely 
has a contingent contract for the collec- 
tion of back taxes against stock fire 
companies, which if carried out will 
prove to be very profitable. Mr. Doyle 
took care to explain Mr. Seely’s exact 
status in the tax suits that have been 
carried up to the supreme court. 


COMMITTEE IN SPRINGFIELD 


The sub-committee of the general in- 
surance conference, representing all 
classes of insurance that has been con- 
sidering the Dailey insurance code in 
Illinois, completed its work Tuesday 
and the committee left for Springfield 
with the amendments all completed 
which will be handed to Senator Dailey.

Big Loss on Pueblo Ice House 


PUEBLO, COLO., May 26.—Loss of 
$160,000 resulted here last week when 
the ice house of the Denver & Rio 
Grande Western railroad here, recently 
completed and newly filled with ice to 
supply western Colorado fruit trains 
during the summer, was destroyed by 
fire. Firemen were powerless to combat 
the flames in the face of the 40-mile gale 
which swept the wooden structure. 
Standing in the midst of the railroad 
yards, the burning building formed a 
hazard to surrounding structures, and 
firemen were forced to give their atten- 
tion to preventing spread. 

The new building was finished only 
three weeks ago and turned over to the 
railroad only a week ago.
